* Again a novel historically backgrounded (the period of the American Revol- 
ution this time) which will enhance Shirley Barker's reputation for giving depth and 
substance and the emotional quality too often lacking in period portraits. Peace, My 
Daughters and Rivers Parting (in '49 and '50 respectively) were outstanding in their 
field. This is, perhaps, the most expert of the three. And the subject is one on which 
little has been written - the violence which ruled men's hearts and deeds during a per- 
iod when not all were in agreement with establishment of a new nation. She has taken 
a family of Quakers - four brothers who came to be known as Tory sympathizers and whose 
name- Doan, came to be feared and dreaded throughout Buck County and neighboring parts 
of Pennsylvania and New Jersey. To them all violence came to be attributed; to them- 
selves, they were following the Word, which the eldest, Mose, interpreted to mean re- 
sistance to any strictures on their way of life. Not since Oliver Wiswell has this side 
of a struggle that had far-reaching emotional implications, been so absorbingly present- 
ed. That the love story - again a matter of stark emotional values in conflict - is 
less convincing than the adventure somehow makes it take secondary place. Good reading.

Michigan State published The Financial Expert (reviewed last Spring- P. 228) 
and introduced to the American public one of India's eminent novelists. Now, with his 
second book, they hope to reach a wider public. While we cannot go along with the estin- 
ates of the stature of Narayan as a writer, we feel that we see sides of India through 
his eyes, and come to feel a sense of the human side of life in his writing. This novel 
is at times almost whimsical, at others tortured portrait of an English teacher in an 
Indian university. He sees too clearly for his own peace of mind, the absurdities of 
the reverence for the inconsequential, but seems unable to come to grips with his per- 
sonal responsibility towards his students. Perhaps this is of a piece with his im- 
maturity of outlook towards his wife and child. Not until her death forces him to face 
reality does he realize where his desires lie - and as one closes the book he crosses 
the line between life and death in an esoteric experience of oneness with someone who 
has passed over that line, and acceptance of his role as poet and worker with children. 
An odd book, that has its moments, but that is unlikely to reach a very receptive market.

But over and 
above the intricacy of the history here- bloodied and embattled as it was- there is 
little fictionalization save in the presence of Arthur Adair, a boy of 17, who joins 
the forces of the Lancastrian King, Henry VI. Adair is taken prisoner by the Yorkists 
and the cruel, compelling Richard of Gloucester; he escapes back to London to find that 
his girl has sold herself to the enemy; and he goes on to fight for Queen Margaret and 
the young Prince Edward for the cause which is betrayed as well as doomed. But it is 
not Arthur's story- but the times- which provide the substance of the book; the old 
battle lines are redrawn again and again and end with the defeat at Tewkesbury, with 
young Prince Edward's murder, and in the Tower where the aging, failing Henry VI spends 
his last days of imprisonment while his kingdom is taken from under him. By no means 
underwritten, the roses here have a full bloom- but there's color and spirit.

A nice idea and a follow-up of Mr. Hoffman's Wews of the Nation presents world . 
history from the environment of prehistoric man up to 1951, in newspaper form. Tabloid 
size, each of the 52 four-page issues takes a period in world history:- pre-historic 
times to 3000 B.C.; the rise of Egypt; the rise of Persia and so on- and each has an 
important event or era as the substance of its lead articles. Coverage, while chrono- 
logical only as far as the issues themselves are in time sequence, is quite complete 
and within the articles themselves there are the succinct, lively qualities of good 
reporting. For example, in the issue date 201 B.C. the main headlines read- “Rome Wins 
Punic War, Peace Terms Settled" and "Carthaginian Army Smashed". The one is datelined 
202 B.C., the other 207 B.C. and from reading the first sentences in each, their rela- 
tion is apparent and nicely gauges a period which the rest of the articles in the issue- 
editorials, obituaries, social comment, the development of a new study center, artistic 
achievements, events in other countries etc.- go on to characterize. And to show how 
people and events were at the time, the authors have drawn on historical work with 
which to illustrate their articles. An intelligent, well planned project, fine for 
highschool students, and a “must"™ for people who want to take history in gulps.

Warburg, James P. Harvard University Press 
GERMANY: Key to Peace $4.75 

The whole distressing history of the Allied post-war policy with relation to 
a divided Germany is laid bare in Mr. Warburg's latest study of the European situation. 
Often restating what he has maintained in his earlier books on the Marshall Plan and the 
problems of co-existence with the communist world, he works his thesis from the point of a 
view that a united, settled Germany could not be other than the ideological as well as 
the physical bulwark with which to resist Moscow. Were such a Germany attacked by Russia, 
the moral victory at least would belong to the West. With the hodge-podge we have made 
of central Europe, such a prize cannot be ours. To make this point and to open the way 
to suggestions for a more creative program, Mr. Warburg gives the events, since 1947, 
that have lead up to the present situation, a thorough going over. His analysis is ex- 
haustive as he recounts fiascos at Yalta and Potsdam, the Truman Doctrine and an unwork- 
able bi-partisan foreign policy built on stemming recurrent hostilities rather than a 
true reconstruction, the Marshall Plan and the return to reason it heralded, the lost 
chance for change when in 1949 we embarked on the loud sounding but unsubstantial North 
Atlantic Treaty agreements that foolishly thrust the military cart before the economic 
horse. With the rearmament of West Germany, France's fears are now just as great and 
the road to the spiritual and economic unity necessary for real defense, rockier than 
ever.

Subtitled My First 50 Years in the Theatre in England and America, Clarence 
Derwent's autobiography is pleasantly staid and unsensational as he recalls the often 
renowned people and plays that filled his stage career. Running away from home and the 
jewelry trade to his first repertoire company, Mr. Derwent climbed the English stage 
ladder, playing hundreds of parts, commenting on the question of Hamlet's madness, ap- 
pearing in the House of Lords to represent his profession in the question of censorship. *

A profound study of the findings of a group of scholars who have been work- 
ing on analysis of existing knowledge of the Soviet Union - these scholars identified 
with the Center for International Studies of M.I.T. To the end of determination of 
the practical purpose of these studies, Rostow explores their findings in relation 
to answers to such questions as (1) What determines the policies of the Soviet state? 
(2) What are the prospects for change. (3) What dangers for the West are implicit in 
the new regime? He has attempted to incorporate in a workable framework the various 
social studies, to establish the link between evaluation and action. The violent 
swings in American public opinion make some stable groundwork to thinking important.

He recognizes the speculative natyre of any conclusions, and presents 
the areas of doubt and ignorance... A study which presumes a philosophical approach 
to the subject, and that demands more capacity for abstract assessments than this 
reader affords.

Jean Paul Sartre, like Picasso, has become one of the most important men of 
his time even though his work is only understood by a select few. The two essays in 
this volume will probably do little to clarify his philosophy to the average American, 
but its import will sift down into more popular means of expression and its influence 
will be felt. This is part of Being and Nothingness- which is Sartre's major work, 
and Hazel E. Barnes does a fluid translation and an introduction which smooths the way 
for new readers. The first essay, Existential Psychology, deals with a new method for 
understanding personality and approaches the personality as a factor in flux swinging 
between "factivity" (the brute fact of existence) and the “irreducible project” or what 
we wish to become. To Sartre, a personality is not the sum total of its impulses, en- 
vironment and drives, but an entity which stamps even its more trivial choices and 
actions with an inescapable trademark. The second essay, Bad Faith, deals with the | 
personality in relation to the society in which it functions, and man's right to choose 
what one wishes to do without suffering the consequences of one's choice... Heady stuff, 
with far reaching implications, but only for the patient and thoughtful.

A memoir of a childhood in a small town (Du Quoin) in the coal belt of Illinois 
has warmth and patience and pride which extends from her family (Ruby was one of eight 
children who survived) to the community in which she lived and the race to which she be- 
longs. In the sequences here, there's the vigil as a new baby is born; the reminiscence 
back to a slave plantation past; the tragedy when a fire destroys their church; and the 
near tragedy when the flu epidemic after the last war almost takes their mother; the 
annual advent of the carnival- and Uncle Tom’s Cabin-with its unhappy repercussions 
on all the colored children; a baptizing; a strike; a mine explosion; and a colored 
man's justified killing of a white man--- all this makes up a panel of experiences 
which on occasion sparked off old fears of prejudice and persecution but confirmed 
her faith in her people.... A personal narrative which substitutes dignity for sensa- 
tionalism, a quiet strength for the more embittered and embattled attack against dis-

Hindus, Maurice Doubleday Fa & 
CRISIS IN THE KREMLIN $3.95 * 


When one looks back on Hindus' outstanding successes, one realizes that the 
secret of these successes lies largely in his ability to present a social picture in 
terms of individuals. The weakness of this new book is that he approaches his topic 
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from the general- and rarely gets down to the particular. This is not his forte. 
The book seems, as a result, lacking in focus or organization. There is a lot of 
important data here, much of it fresh; there are pen portraits of such varied fi- 
gures of Litvinov, Troyanovsky, Onmansky, Ponomarenko, Kaganovitch, Zhdanov and 
others; there are occasional bits of anecdote or personal experience. But the main 
body of the text deals with successive blunders made by Stalin and his group:- 
abysmal ignorance of the outside world, and particularly of America is the biggest 
blunder; offensive moves against Iran and Turkey early in the game- the launching 
of the Korean War at the other, cemented America and Western Europe instead of 
dividing them; the shifting attitudes towards China, the successive prophecies 
regarding economic collapse in the U.S., the communist strength in Italy and France, 
the Berlin Blockade- all these help pyramid the errors. The disastrous effects 

of the Korean War on both Russia and China are immeasurable and set back the pro- 
mised rise of living standards. That all of these factors may be producing "crisis 
in the Kremlin" is implicit but unproved. Some of Hindus' faith in the people of 
Russia, in the permanency of some of the achievements, in the democratic opera- 
tion at village level, in the mounting ferment is still integral to his text. 

His ultimate belief in reformation not destruction at the governmental level still 
remains to be proved more concretely than he proves it here.

Itisa 
very technical research job into the history of the rose, going back to classical 
days, exploring the origins and the sources, European and Oriental. The Belgian 
botanist Crepin's system of classification has been used, with later modifications 
incorporated. The.characteristics of branches, prickles, foliage, flowers, fruit 
of successive species and sub-species are analyzed, and grouping (for chapter 
division) is made into species and hybrids. The main headings fall into Climbing 
Roses, Chinese Roses, Asiatics, French Roses, Old World Roses, North American Roses, 
Yellows, Hybrid Perpetuals, Hybrid Teas, and Polyanthus.
